There is a lesson in the fate of La Prensa, tho last 
independent newspaper in Argentina, which has been 
shut down since January 26. 
The lesson is that free speech and a free press are 
incompatible with socialistic dictatorship — even when 
these are dolled up in fancy language (as the pro-Socialists 
are doing in this country) and called "welfare states." 
The Argentine Government is a national socialist 
dictatorship modeled closely after the Nazi pattern of 
pre-war Germany. In fact, German refugees from the 
Nazi collapse are high in influence in Argentina, and 
there are those who declare that it was these German 
tyrants who set up the Argentine dictatorship so as to 
have a New World refuge when Europe got too hot to 
hold them. There are also many individuals, here and 
there, who think that Hitler, his moustache shaved and 
his name changed, is living comfortably hidden away in 
the fastnesses of Argentina. 
The tyrants of Argentine speak often of their land 
as being a welfare state, home of what is termed 
dy­ 
namic" or "economic" democracy. 
That doesn’t mean that there is freedom or self­ 
government in Argentina. 
It doesn t mean that the once 
republican country down South American way offers 
its citizens either liberty or personal security — offers 
them anything more than a bullet in the head or club on 
the back if they don’t do as they are told and keep their 
mouths shut. 
The glittering speeches which the tjverlorda of "wel­ 
fare states" find it necessary to make, from time to time, 
never turn into political documents which can stand ex­ 
amination. 
They may sound all right when listened to aa part
